N.H.S.  in  the  Scilly  Isles.— The  Isles  of 
Scilly  (National  Health  Service)  Order,  1948 
(S.I.,  1948,  No.  167,  H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
price  one  penny)  extends  to  the  Isles  of 
Scilly  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  subject  to  certain  modi- 
fications. The  Executive  Council  for  the 
Isles  is  to  include  such  registered  pharma- 
cists "  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  of 
the  Isles  of  Scilly  are  either  permanently 
resident  or  are  practising  in  the  said  Isles  " 
who  notify  their  desire  so  to  serve.  [The 
only  pharmacy  on  the  Scilly  Isles  included 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Register  of 
Premises,  1947,  is  conducted  by  Mr.  W.  P.

Radiotherapy  Research.  —  A  paper  by 
Dr.  A,  M.  Brues  (a  U.S.  research  worker), 
available  through  H.M.  Stationery  Office,

Dentists  and  N.H.S.  —  A  memorandum 
on  the  dental  aspects  of  the  National 
Health  Service,  circulated  to  some  15,000 
dentists  recently  by  the  Minister  of  Health, 
explains  the  proposed  conditions  of  service 
for  dentists  working  in  their  own  surgeries. 
Any  dentist  can  take  part  and  patients  are 
to  have  freedom  of  choice  of  dentist.  All 
normal  conservative  treatment  (i.e.,  prophy- 
laxis, filling  and  root  treatment,  extractions 
for  the  relief  of  pain,  or  not  requiring  re- 
placement by  dentures,  and  ordinary  den- 
ture repairs)  may  be  carried  out  without 
prior  authority ;  for  other  extractions,  for 
the  provision  of  dentures  and  for  other  ex- 
tensive treatment,  approval  of  the  Dental 
Estimates  Board  (consisting  of  a  dental 
chairman,  with  six  dental  and  two  lay  mem- 
bers) is  required.  Provision  is  made  in  the 
scheme  for  the  prescribing  of  drugs.  A  reply 
to  the  memorandum  issued  by  the  British 
Dental  Association  describes  the  scheme  as 
"  nothing  but  an  extension  of  the  panel 
dentistry  scheme  to  every  man,  woman  and 
child  .  .  .  which  must  bring  to  every  person 
a  lower  standard  of  dentistry  than  the  pro- 
fession is  able  and  willing  to  give."

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

Infantile    Paralysis    Conference.  —  A 

world  conference  on  infantile  paralysis  is 
to  be  held  in  New  York  in  July  under  the 
auspices  of  the  American  National  Founda- 
tion for  Infantile  Paralysis. 

Argentine  Import  List. — The  Argentine 
Central  Bank  has  lifted  import  restrictions 
on  goods  including  aspirin  and  glucose,  but 
imports  will  be  allowed  only  after  prior 
investigation  of  each  individual  import 
application. 

India's  Import  Policy.  —  The  Govern- 
ment of  India  has  decided  to  admit  more 
freely  during  the  first  half  of  1948  drugs 
and  medicines,  chemicals  and  scientific 
instruments.  Control  will  be  adjusted 
according  to  the  availability  of  foreign 
exchange. 

Chemicals  For  Egypt. — From  January 
9,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Anglo-Egyp- 
tian financial  agreement,  Egyptian  import 
restrictions  ceased  to  apply  to  a  large  range 
of  chemical  goods  purchased  in  the  sterling 
area,  including  the  following :  Natural 
alkaloids  and  their  salts  (cocaine,  morphine, 
nicotine,  quinine,  strychnine,  etc.) ;  serums 
and  vaccines ;  medicinal  products  (synthe- 
tic) ;  medicines  and  pharmaceutical  speciali- 
ties. Bandages,  not  medicated,  up  to  15 
cm.  broad  may  also  be  freely  imported  into 
Egypt. 

Australian  Health  Scheme. — An  Aus- 
tralian Federal  Government  scheme  for 
providing  free  medicine  and  drugs,  under 
a  Pharmaceutical  Benefits  Act,  to  every 
person  in  the  Dominion  is  expected  to  be 
in  operation  early  this  year.  Delay  has 
been  caused  by  staff  shortages  and  by  print- 
ing difficulties.  Agreement  has  been 
reached  with  chemists  on  the  compilation 
of  a  list  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  be  sup- 
plied free  under  the  scheme.  From  early 
in  1948  dispensed  medicines  will  cost  an 
average  of  10  per  cent,  more  owing  to 
withdrawal  of  a  subsidy  which  had  pre- 
viously been  granted  by  the  Government. 

U.S.  Export  Controls.— The  U.S.  De- 
partment of  Commerce  has  announced 
that,  from  March  i ,  individual  licences  will 
be  required  for  shipments  of  goods  to  all 
European  countries.  American  manufac- 
turers of  caustic  soda  and  soda  ash,  items 
which  are  meeting  with  a  large  export  de- 
mand, anticipate  that  the  controls  will 
bring  resale  prices  more  into  line  with  mar- 
ket values.  "  Grey  market  "  operators,  who 
entered  the  export  field  because  of  the  high 
profits  that  were  procurable,  will  find  it 
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exceedingly  difficult  to  obtain  licences. 
Issue  of  licences  will  be  based  by  the  U.S. 
Office  of  International  Trade  on  the  lowest 
market  price,  taking  into  account  the 
urgency  of  the  prospective  importer's  need. 
An  average  of  manufacturers'  and  resale 
prices  may  also  be  taken.

lemists  Federation's  Progress 

The  twelfth  annual  meeting  and  the  lun- 
eon  of  the  Chemists  Federation  (manu- 
cturers'  section)  supplied  an  opportunity

Convincing  evidence  of 
e  soundness  of  that  policy  is  to  be  found 
the  presence  of  Mr.  Fred  Storey,  who 
oke  for  the  pharmacists  of  Northern  Ire- 
nd.  Members  of  the  Federation  will  note 
e  chairman's  remark  that  subscriptions  so 
r  received  towards  the  advertising  and 
iblicity  fund  amount  to  less  than  half  the 
rget  figure.  Realisation  of  the  value  of 
e  CF  monogram  should  so  stimulate  con- 
butors  that  the  success  of  the  campaign 
assured.  A  remark  made  by  Mr.  E.  W. 
)dding  merits  wide  publicity.  The  Coun- 
[  hopes,  he  said,  to  convince  Government 
partments  that  there  is  a  place  in  medi- 
le  for  reliable  household  remedies,  and

ight  on  National  Health  Service 

Writing  in  advance  of  the  debate  pro- 
ised  for  this  week  in  the  House  of  Com- 
ons  on  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
do  not  know  if  any  fresh  facts  about  the 
heme  will  emerge.  But  whether  such 
cts  are  made  public  or  not,  pharmacists 
ill  find  it  useful  to  read  with  care  the 
marks  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  at  Sheffield 
ported  on  p.  188,  While  keeping  within 
e  limits  of  diplomatic  discretion,  Mr. 
ristram  gave  enough  information  on  the 
)urse  of  events  to  enlighten  and  to  warn 
1  who  are  interested  as  contractors,  dis- 
snsers,  or  both.     They  will  learn  with 


satisfaction  that  the  replies  to  questions  sent 
to  retail  chemists  last  year  have  furnished 
sufficient  material  for  preparing,  first,  a 
comparison  of  the  cost  of  pharmaceutical 
training  with  the  cost  of  training  in  fifteen 
other  vocations,  and  secondly,  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  average  cost  of  dispensing. 
They  will  also  note  the  speaker's  remarks 
about  remuneration.  The  official  decision 
to  discuss  terms  and  conditions  of  panel 
contracts  with  the  appointed  representa- 
tives of  contractors  is  reassuring.  The  in- 
formation given  about  the  proposed  Whit- 
ley Council  is,  on  the  face  of  it,  less  satis- 
factory ;  more  knowledge  of  what  is  in- 
tended is  required.  It  will  be  generally 
agreed  that  the  question  of  terms  for  con- 
tractors cannot  be  kept  in  an  incubator 
much  longer.  And,  as  was  suggested  at 
Sheffield,  with  a  higher  standard  oi  fees 
must  go  a  higher  standard  of  education. 

Tutty  and  Pompholix 

While  looking  through  "  Daylight  and 
Champaign,"  a  collection  of  essays  by  Mr, 
G,  M,  Young,  my  attention  was  attracted 
by  one  headed  "  Tutty,"  and  I  read  it  first. 
It  opens  with  an  amusing  reference  to  an 
entry  in  a  Dutch-English  dictionary,  which 
gives  the  word  "  niet "  as  meaning 
"  nothing,  naught,  tutty."  The  error  of 
including  tutty  has  been  conjecturally 
traced  to  a  telescoping  of  the  German  (not 
Dutch)  "Nichts,"  i.e.,  nothing,  with  the 
same  word  meaning  flowers  of  zinc  (crude 
zinc  oxide).  As  might  be  expected,  so 
accomplished  a  classical  scholar  as  Mr. 
Young  is  not  much  interested  in  tutty  as  a 
chemical  substance.  Tne  Oxford  English 
Dictionary  is,  however,  interested  in  tutty 
and  in  its  associate  pompholix,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  former  arranges  its  numerous 
quotations  in  three  paragraphs.  It  derives 
the  name  from  an  Arabic  word  anglicised 
as  tutiya  (I  omit  accents),  and  defines  it  as 
"  a  crude  oxide  of  zinc  found  adhering  in 
grey  or  brownish  flakes  to  the  flues  of 
furnaces  in  which  brass  is  melted."  The 
earliest  quotation  dates  from  circa  1400. 
Spellings  vary.  Chambers's  Cyclopaedia  of 
1727-41  states  that  the  chief  source  was  at 
that  time  Germany,  and  formerly  was 
Alexandria.  Pompholix,  a  transliteration 
of  a  Greek  word  meaning  a  bubble,  or  slag, 
is  almost  synonymous  with  tutty.  W.  T, 
Brande  has  recorded,  however,  that  the 
whiter  parts  of  the  crude  oxide  used  to  be 
called  pompholix  and  the  greyer  portions 
tutty.

Veterinary  Vaccines 

Colonel  Bromley-Davenport  asked 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  on  February  9 
whether  he  was  aware  that  veterinary  sur- 
geons were  experiencing  six  weeks'  delay 
in  obtaining  delivery'  of  supplies  of  anti- 
abortion  vaccine  from  the  Veterinary 
Laboratory  at  Weybridge,  and  what  steps 
were  being  taken  to  improve  the  position. 

Mr,  Tom  Williams  :  Normally,  there  is 
no  delay  in  dispatch.  Owing  to  unavoid- 
able mishaps  in  the  preparation  of  this 
very  delicate  substance,  however,  supplies 
have,  for  a  time,  been  short  of  require- 
ments. The  position  has  now  improved 
and  arrears  are  being  rapidly  overtaken. 

Government  Hearing-aid 

On  February  10  Mr.  F.  J.  Erroll  asked 
the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  what 
steps  he  had  taken  to  improve  the 
Medresco  hearing  aid  by  further  research 
and  development  work.  Mr,  Herbert 
Morrison  replied  that  until  there  had  been 
practical  experience  of  the  model  now  in 
production,  the  question  of  improving  the 
design  did  not  arise,  but  the  scientific  com- 
mittee concerned  was  already  considering 
proposals  for  new  types  of  receiver,  and 
the  possibility  of  instruments  for  forms  of 
deafness  requiring  special  treatment. 

Mr.  Erroll  suggested  that  the  Gov- 
ernment model  was  already  out  of  date, 
and  Mr.  Morrison  promised  to  do  his  best 
to  devise  a  better  research  policy  in  regard 
to  the  instrument. 

Mr,  Erroll  asked  the  Minister  of  Sup- 
ply what  encouragement  he  was  giving  to 
the  British  hearing-aid  industry  to  increase 
its  exports,  and  Mr.  Jack  Jones  (Joint 
Parliamentary  Secretary)  replied  :  "  Hear- 
ing-aid manufacturers  are  themselves  plan- 
ning to  increase  their  exports  and  have 
been  allocated  all  the  controlled  materials 
they  need  for  export  orders.  They  have 
also  been  granted  licences  to  import  com- 
ponents for  assembly  and  re-export,  where 
suitable  British  components  are  not  avail- 
able. Both  the  Ministry  of  Supply  and  the 
Export  Promotion  Department  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  have  given  and  will  con- 
tinue to  give  manufacturers  ail  the  help 
they  can  to  increase  exports."

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DEBATE  ON  DOCTORS'  PLACE  IN  N.H.S. 


The  debate  on  the  issues  between  the  Min- 
ister of  Health  (Mr.  Aneurin  Bevan)  and  the 
British  Medical  Association  on  February  9 
was  one  of  the  most  heated  that  even  the 
House  of  Commons  has  seen  for  some  time. 

The  Minister's  Case 

Mr.  Bevan  moved  the  Government  reso- 
lution of  approval  for  his  actions  in  a 
vehement  speech  in  strong  contrast  to  all 
other  speeches  he  has  made  during  the 
passage  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 
He  declared  that  the  B.M.A.  had  decided 
in  advance  to  reject  the  Health  Service  Act 
proposals,  and  added  :  "  I  don't  object  to 
the  B.M.A.  recommending  their  doctors 
not  to  take  service  in  the  scheme,  but  I  do 
object  to  organised  sabotage  of  an  Act  of 
Parliament."  Did  the  Opposition  support 
such  action,  he  asked?  "  We  have  not  yet 
made  B.M.A.  House  another  revising  cham- 
ber. We  have  never  accepted  the  position 
that  this  House  can  be  dictated  to  by  any 
section  of  the  community."  He  declared 
that,  in  December  1947,  when  he  met  the 
B.M.A.  negotiating  committee,  he  was  pre- 
sented with  a  printed  circular  rejecting  the 
Act  before  the  final  negotiations  had 
occurred.  "  I  asked  the  chairman  what 
was  the  use  of  two  days'  talks  when  one 
side  had  already  decided  to  reject  the  whole 
scheme.  His  answer  was  that  they  had 
already  made  up  their  minds."  They  were 
not,  he  said,  dealing  with  a  body  seeking 
modifications,  "  but  with  one  organising 
wholesale  resistance  to  the  implementation 
of  an  Act  of  Parliament."  The  B.M.A.  had 
already  rejected  the  Act  before  they  knew 
the  terms  of  pay  for  the  general  practi- 
tioner or  before  they  had  been  told  whether 
there  was  to  be  a  basic  salary  or  not. 

He  declared  that  all  previous  Ministers 
had  been  anathema  to  the  B.M.A. — Mr. 
Lloyd  George  had  been,  and  he  was  a 
Liberal.  Mr.  Ernest  Brown  was  "  abomin- 
able," though  he  was  a  Liberal  National. 
Mr.  Willink,  a  Conservative,  was  "  intoler- 
able." Himself  the  B.M.A,  found  "  abomin- 
able." 

Dealing  with  the  basic  salary  issue,  he 
said  Mr.  Ernest  Brown's  idea  had  been  a 
full-time  general  practitioners'  service, 
which  he  himself  rejected  as  containing 
"  too  much  of  the  element  of  regimenta- 
tion." On  medical  partnership  agreements 
he  announced  a  legal  inquiry,  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  the 
Attorney-General,  into  the  effect  of  the 
scheme,  and  was  willing  to  bring  in  an 


amending  Bill  to  make  the  position  cleaJ 
The  biased  views  on  legal  rights  haJ 
reached  "staggering"  proportions.  A  doctcj 
would  have  exactly  the  same  rights  of  appeal 
against  unlawful  dismissal  as  anyone  else 
For  the  Opposition,  Mr.  R.  A.  ButleI 
thought  the  speech  had  done  nothing  t(l 
make  a  settlement  more  likely.  It  was  no) 
a  case  of  a  profit  wrangle  between  thj 
Minister  and  a  "  few  elderly  doctors." 
was  far  wider  than  that.  The  Oppositioi 
did  not  think  the  conditions  under  whicj 
the  profession  had  been  invited  to  cc 
operate  were  in  accord  with  the  traditioi 
of  freedom  and  dignity  of  the  profession! 
"  The  financial  terms  are  not  what  is  a| 
stake." 

Liberty  of  Doctors 

If  Mr.  Bevan  thought  collective  sabotagj 
was  being  organised,  why  did  he  pul 
specifically  into  the  Act  the  liberty  of  th([ 
doctors  to  state  their  opinions?  The  doci 
tors  feared  that  the  Minister,  through  hil 
povyer  under  regulations,  would  extend  thel 
basic  salary  to  make  it  the  main  feature  of 
the  service.   ' 

Mr.  Bevan  intervened  to  say  that  thall 
power  had  existed  since  the  191 1  Act.  Latei| 
he  gave  another  denial  that  the  Govern- 
ment intended  to  extend  the  basic  salary 
to  make  it  full-time. 

Mr.  Butler  replied  :  *'  You  will  have  tc 
remove  the  basic  element  in  all  salaries  ii 
you  are  to  get  satisfaction  from  the  doctors."*^ 

During  the  debate  Mr.  C.  L.  Hale  com- 
mented that  the  Minister  could  be  accused) 
of  being  over-generous  in  the  terms  he  hadf 
offered  the  doctors.  Another  Labour  M.P.,| 
Captain  Baird,  said  that  propaganda  hadf 
made  the  doctors  fear  that  they  would! 
meet  unnecessary  Ministry  of  Health| 
bureaucracy. 

Mr.  C.  F.  Byers  (Liberal  Chief  Whip)l 
declared  that  the  debate  should  have  taken  | 
place  two  or  three  weeks  earlier.  He  had 
never  seen  a  situation  in  which  so  much! 
obscurity  required  clarifying.  He  did  not] 
believe  the  average  doctor  understood  the 
situation  yet.  "  The  doctors  are  voting  I 
blind,  and  they  have  been  misled  and  badly 
led  by  that  small  clique  in  the  B.M.A." 

Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead  (secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  commented 
that  the  duel  between  Mr.  Bevan  and  the 
doctors  had  assumed  gladiatorial  propor- 
tions. But  in  point  of  fact  it  was  neither 
the  Minister's  standing  nor  the  B.M.A.'s 
reputation  that  mattered,  but  the  forty-five 
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llion  potential  patients.  The  doctors 
Ire  disturbed  about  the  future  of  their 
)fession,  but  they  also  believed  that  the 
tient  would  be  getting  something  which 
s  not  so  good.  Mr.  Linstead  believed  it 
s  still  possible  for  the  medical  profession 
be  brought  into  the  scheme  on  the  basis 
an  assurance  that  their  old  traditions 
uld  be  respected.  Otherwise  there  would 
chaos  on  July  5,  and  the  result  would 
that  a  second  or  third-rate  scheme  would 
offered. 

VEr.  Linstead  said  that  there  were  four 
)fessions  concerned :  the  doctors,  den- 
s,  pharmacists  and  opticians.  The  con- 
ions  under  which  dentists  and  pharma- 
s  were  invited  to  take  part  had  not  been 
de  known  (but  see  p.  198).  With  phar- 
cists'  conversations  had  only  just  begun, 
no  terms  had  been  mentioned.  "  The 
nister,  in  asking  the  House  to  agree  to 
motion,  is  asking  members  to  vote  on 
)  matters,  at  least,  on  which  no  one  in 
s  House  has  any  final  information." 
VIr.  David  Eggles  said  it  was  probable 
a  majority  of  doctors  would  vote 
dnst  the  Minister,  and  that  that  act  of 
confidence  would  lessen  the  prospect  of 
nging  in  the  Health  Service  smoothly. 


Mr.  Righard  Law,  winding  up  for  the 
Opposition,  thought  Mr.  Bevan  had  done 
incalculable  harm  to  the  cause  of  the 
Health  Service  in  his  opening  speech.  Both 
sides  of  the  House  hoped  that  the  Service 
would  become  effective  on  the  appointed 
day,  but  he  thought  the  Minister's  attempt 
to  drive  a  wedge  into  the  medical  profes- 
sion was  not  likely  to  effect  a  reconcilia-, 
tion.  The  Opposition,  he  said,  had  not 
sought  the  debate,  and  they  thought  it 
wrong  to  attempt  to  influence,  on  political 
grounds,  a  decision  on  the  part  of  the 
medical  profession  which  should  be  reached 
on  grounds  of  conscience  alone.  It  could 
not  possibly  be  maintained,  he  said,  that, 
if  doctors  refused  to  come  into  the  Service 
on  the  grounds  of  judgment  and  conscience, 
they  were  flouting  the  will  of  Parliament, 

Mr,  Arthur  Woodburn  (Secretary  for 
Scotland),  winding  up  the  debate,  made 
this  plea  to  the  doctors  :  "  Start  the  scheme 
and  see  how  it  works,  then  let  us  review  it, 
and  the  Government  will  put  it  right."  No 
Government,  he  said,  would  ever  refuse  to 
redress  real  grievances. 

The  motion  was  carried  after  an  Oppo- 
sition amendment  to  it  had  been  defeated 
by  337  votes  to  178,

ted  that  the  girl  was  admitted  to  the 
spital  on  December  4  suffering  from 
ileptic  attacks.  She  was  treated  with  Tri- 
me,  three  capsules  every  eight  hours,  and 
charged  on  December  22,  when  he 
tructed  the  ward  sister  to  give  the 
rents  a  box  containing  twenty-four  cap- 
es of  the  drug,  two  to  be  taken  each  day, 
had  read  a  caution  that  the  drug  was 
be  given  only  by  a  physician  and  that  if 
rash  occurred,  the  doses  should  be  re- 
ced  or  withdrawn,  but  had  not  warned 
parents  to  look  for  a  rash.  A  Home 
fice  pathologist  said  the  cause  of  death 
toxaemia  after  generalised  dermatitis, 
third  of  the  body  was  denuded  of  skin. 


Mr,  J.  Ross-Mansell  (general  manager  of 
Abbott  Laboratories  (England),  Ltd.,  the 
manufacturers  of  Tridione),  said  his  com- 
pany had  advocated  that  the  drug  should 
be  scheduled  as  a  poison,  while  the  need 
for  medical  supervision  in  using  the  drug 
had  been  further  emphasised  in  a  para- 
graph that  had  appeared  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  [i 947. H, 534],  This  he  read 
out.  The  company,  he  said,  had  taken 
care  to  avoid  indiscriminate  selling  of  the 
product,  and  he  was  surprised  that  a  sup- 
ply had  been  handed  to  the  parents  to 
administer  to  the  child  after  her  return 
from  hospital.  A  booklet  issued  by  the 
company  (shown  to  the  coroner)  as  an  en- 
closure in  the  Tridione  container  gave  a 
warning  of  the  likely  consequences  of  ad- 
ministering the  compound  without  ensuring 
adequate  control. 

The  coroner  said  there  had  been  an 
error  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  doc- 
tor who  had  not  realised  that  fatal  effects 
would  be  produced  in  so  short  a  time. 
There  was  no  culpable  negligence,  A 
verdict  of  accidental  death,  brought  about 
by  the  administration  of  the  drug,  was  re- 
turned with  the  rider  to  which  reference 
has  already  been  made. 
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TEACHING  CHEMISTRY  TO  PHARMACY  STUDENT! 


An  evening  meeting  of  the  North  British 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
held  in  Edinburgh  on  January  21,  Mr. 

C.  G.  Drummond  (chairman  of  the  North 
British  Executive)  presiding. 

Organic  Syllabus  Inadequate 

Dr.  W.  M.  Todd,  B.Sc,  A.R.I.C.,  speak- 
ing on  "  The  Teaching  of  Chemistry  to 
Students  of  Pharmacy,"  said  the  existing 
Chemist  and  Druggist  curriculum  pro- 
vided a  reasonably  sound  and  adequate 
course  in  inorganic  and  analytical  chem- 
istry, but  terminated  prematurely  the 
study  of  organic  chemistry.  There 
was  an  increasing  tendency  to  introduce 
more  and  more  synthetic  organic  medica- 
ments, and,  while  the  pharmacist  need  not 
be  as  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  chem- 
istry of  such  substances  as  the  chemist  him- 
self, he  should  know  something  about  their 
chemical  relationships  and  properties.  The 
existing  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  course,  in 
its  extra  year,  did  much  to  make  good  the 
weakness  on  the  organic  side,  while  permit- 
ting a  necessary  consolidation  and  develop- 
ment of  selected  branches  of  physical  chem- 
istry. Those  responsible  for  creating  the 
organic  syllabus  had  allowed  the  teacher 
an  almost  embarrassing  freedom  of  action 
and  interpretation.  In  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  course  the  teacher  was  theoretic- 
ally limited  to  treating  aromatic  compounds 
containing  a  single  benzene  ring ;  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  course  the  teacher 
was  invited  to  deal  with  vitamins  A,  B,  C 
and  D,  as  well  as  with  "  synthetic  drugs." 
To  the  teacher,  and  even  more  to  the 
unfortunate  student,  the  transition  was 
altogether  too  sudden.  Such  recommen- 
dations required  speedy  revision — even  the 
examiners  of  the  Society  failed  to  abide  by 
the  first.  In  spite  of  its  shortcomings, 
however,  the  Ph.C.  chemistry  course  was 
better  balanced  than  the  existing  C.  and 

D.  ;  by  extending  the  C.  and  D.  course  to 
two  or  three  years  its  balance  should  be 
restored. 

After  referring  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  new  education  proposals.  Dr. 
Todd  said  pharmacy  students  had  fre- 
quently been  advised  to  attend  intermed- 
iate B.Sc.  courses  at  a  university,  but  the 
day  had  passed  when  a  general  intermediate 
course  in  chemistry  could  benefit  students 
with  widely  different  interests,  and  some 
specialisation  was  necessary.  The  pharm- 
acy student  was  entitled  to  a  separate 
intermediate  course  designed  to  meet  his 


own   particular  needs.    Such  separatio' 
were  bound  to  come,  as  with  the  rapi 
expansion  of  applied  chemical  knowled 
it  was  becoming  increasingly  difficult  t 
design  a   course  acceptable   even  to  th 
majority  of  students.      Assuming  that 
special  intermediate  course  would  be  avai 
able,  the  existing  syllabus  would  requi 
overhaul.    The  dreary  list  of  metals,  the 
compounds  and  their  methods  of  extractio 
should  be  scrapped,  and,  in  its  place,  ther 
should  be  included  a  short  non-technic- 
treatment  of  inorganic  compounds  of  phai 
maceutical  interest.    There  would  then  b 
time  for  a  short  introduction  to  organi 
chemistry     in     the     intermediate  yea 
Equivalents,  molecular  weights,  oxidatio" 
reduction  and  hydrolysis  and,  above  all, 
thorough  training  in  the  use  and  unde 
standing  of  chemical  equations  with  pra 
tice  in  simple  chemical  calculations,  shoul 
be  retained  in  the  intermediate  syllabu 
The  practical   course  would  also  requir 
revision,  continued  Dr.  Todd.    Much  o 
the  qualitative  inorganic  work  should  re 
main,    but   the    exercises    usually    set  i 
volumetric  analysis  might  easily  be  replace 
by   some    of   the    simpler   assays    of  th 
Pharmacopoeia.      The    addition    of  th 
material  of  the  existing  Ph.C.  course  t 
that  of  the  existing  C.  and  D.  course  woul 
produce  a   course  in  which  the   "  bulk ' 
would,  in  the  main,  be  adequate,  and  i 
which  the    "  balance  "  would   be  largely 
restored.    Dr.  Todd  did  not  advocate  th 
allocation  of  additional  time  in  the  curricu 
lum    for    pharmaceutical    chemistry  but 
urged  a  revision  of  the  syllabus  and  of  the 
aims  of  the  syllabus. 

Less  Memorising 

A  present  tendency  among  students  to 
regard  the  existing  pharmaceutical  chem- 
istry of  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  year  as 
a  new  subject  rather  than  a  new  application 
of  an  old  subject  could  be  remedied  only 
by  considering  the  Intermediate  and  the 
C.  and  D.  courses  together.  The  chemistry 
of  a  slightly  specialised  intermediate  course 
could  be  made  to  lead  naturally  to  the 
chemistry-  of  the  C.  and  D.  years.  The 
materials  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  the 
analytical  processes  described  therein 
should  constitute  the  main  chemical  inter- 
ests of  a  pharmacy  student.  The  course 
should  aim  more  at  teaching  the  chemical 
principles  involved  in  the  various  analytical 
processes,  and  less  at  the  memorising  of 
the  details  of  each  individual  process.

harmaceutical  Committees 

A  draft  constitution  for  the  Pharma- 
eutical  Committees  that  are  to  be  set  up 
mder  the  National  Health  Service  Act  was 


approved,  and  instructions  were  given  for 
its  circulation  to  existing  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  for  their  comments  before  sub- 
mitting them  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
The  main  points  of  difference  from  the 
current  constitution  are  the  provisions  in 
the  draft  constitution  that  pharmacists  em- 
ployed by  contractors  or  in  hospitals  shall 
be  represented  in  addition  to  the  contrac- 
tors, and  that  all  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  actively  engaged  in  the 
pharmaceutical  service  of  the  Executive 
Council  area  they  represent.  Elections  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  on  the  new 
basis  are  to  be  put  in  hand  so  soon  as  the 
views  of  present  Pharmaceutical  Commit- 
tees on  the  draft  become  known  and  any 
necessary  modifications  made  in  the  light 
both  of  their  observations  and  of  discussions 
with  the  Ministry. 

Wage  Negotiations 

Negotiations  upon  an  application  for  a 
revision  of  the  November  1946  agreement 
on  minimum  rates  of  remuneration  were 
reported  not  yet  ended.  Instructions  were 
given  to  the  N.P.U.  representatives  on  the 
National  Joint  Industrial  Council  for 
Retail  Pharmacy  as  to  their  line  of  action 
at  a  meeting  to  be  held  on  February  26. 

It  was  agreed  to  make  further  representa- 
tions to  the  Chancellor  against  the  con- 
tinued application  of  purchase  tax  to  drugs 
and  medicines,  and  to  make  representations 
to  the  Customs  and  Excise  authorities 
against  the  levying  of  tax  on  postal  charges 
incurred  in  obtaining  medical  require- 
ments. 

Eighty-four  new  members  were  elected. 

Chemists'   Defence  Association 

The  directors  of  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association  approved  settlements  out- 
standing in  ten  cases  as  follows :  Payment 
of  £55  for  injuries  sustained  from  a  fall 
through  an  unguarded  trap  door  on  a 
member's  premises ;  unspecified  payments 
in  four  other  cases  of  personal  injury 
(through  collision  with  shop  blinds,  goods 
left  unpacked  on  shop  floor,  etc.) ;  pay- 
ments totalling  £40  in  three  cases  in  which 
it  was  alleged  that  members  had  supplied 
materials  not  of  the  nature  or  quality  de- 
manded. Legal  representation  had  been 
provided  for  two  members  at  inquests,  and 
defence  facilities  in  two  cases  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  for  a  niember  who 
was  alleged  to  have  sold  wine  outside 
licensing  hours.  .

Quite  probably  the  scope  of  such  a  com- 
ittee  would  be  small,  and  its  tasks  un- 
ankfuL    There  might  well  be  the  sort  of 
buffs  that  a  person  without  responsibility 
ceives   who   offers   advice   to   those  in 
ower.    Nevertheless  the  profession  should 
rave  the  slights  and  shoulder  the  burdens, 
r  two  reasons.    Even  if  their  advice  is 
ot  followed  it  is  important  that  the  pro- 
lems  should  be  studied  and  publicity  given 
io  any  recommendations  made.  Secondly 
will  provide  the  evidence  on  which  to 
ecide  whether,  at  some  future  revision 
ased  on  experience  over  a  period,  phar- 
acists  have  a  valuable  or  only  a  minor 
ontribution  to  make  in  the  regional  health 
rganisation.    At  present  it  has  been  too 
easily  assumed  that  they  do  not  come  into 
the  regional  picture. 

We  are  not  for  a  moment  suggesting  that 
the  pharmaceutical  authorities  concerned 
have  overlooked  the  need  to  set  up  these 
advisory  bodies.  Obviously  the  formation 
of  local  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  no 
mean  task  in  itself,  must  take  (and  is  taking) 
precedence.  They  may  even  provide  part 
of  the  membership  (on  a  delegate  basis) 
to  the  regional  advisory  bodies.  What  we 
would  urge  is  that  the  opportunity  should 


be  taken  to  remodel  the  local  organisation 
of  both  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
N.P.U.  so  that  each  has  a  parallel  regional 
organisation  grouping  all  branches  within 
its  boundary.  The  Society  might  do  this  by 
developing  the  federations  of  branches 
which  have  somewhat  tentatively  functioned 
in  some  areas  without  the  same  real  need 
as  will  now  exist.  So  far  as  the  N.P.U.  is 
concerned  its  organisation  is  already  on  a 
regional  basis,  but  it  is  known  that  many 
members  are  dissatisfied  with  the  way  it 
works.  The  time  is  opportune  for  overhaul. 

Could  not  the  regional  pharmaceutical 
councils  be  composed  of  equal  numbers  of 
delegates  elected  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committees,  branches  of  the  N.P.U.,  and 
branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society? 
Such  a  constitution  would  appear  to  provide 
a  safeguard  against  too  much  parochialism 
on  the  one  hand  and  overcentralisation  on 
the  other. 

New  Lease  for  Divided  Premises 

The  Court  of  Appeal  recently  determined 
a  point  affecting  the  right  of  a  tenant  to  a 
new  lease,  or  to  compensation  for  loss  of 
goodwill,  where  the  tenant's  trade  is 
carried  on  in  different  sets  of  premises.  In 
the  case  before  the  Court,  sales  to  custo- 
mers took  place  on  one  set  of  premises,  held 
under  one  landlord,  but  the  premises  were 
connected  with  another  set  at  the  back, 
which  was  used  solely  for  storing  goods  and 
was  held  under  a  different  landlord ;  the 
tenancies  expired  at  different  times.  The 
tenant  claimed  a  new  lease  in  respect  of  the 
rear  set  of  premises  (the  ones  used  for  stor- 
age). It  was  proved  that,  by  reason  of  the 
trading,  goodwill  had  attached  to  all  the 
premises,  both  shop  and  warehouse, 
treated  as  a  single  unit.  The  combined 
rental  value  had  increased  as  a  result  of  the 
trading,  but  no  goodwill,  as  such,  attached 
to  the  rear  (storage)  premises.  The  Court 
accordingly  refused  to  grant  a  new  lease 
and  the  decision  has  been  affirmed  by  the 
Court  of  Appeal. 

It  seems  evident  that  goodwill  cannot 
attach  to  a  storehouse  or  a  warehouse  that 
is  used  simply  as  such,  and  in  which  no  sale 
transactions  take  place.  The  customer  calls 
at  the  main  premises,  where  he  buys  his 
goods,  and  is  not  in  the  least  concerned 
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where  the  goods  are  stored.  On  this  basis, 
it  is  clear  that  no  goodwill  could  have 
attached  to  the  rear  premises  in  the  case 
quoted.  But  the  Court  of  Appeal  appears 
to  have  gone  farther  and  to  have  laid  down 
the  proposition  that  goodwill  is  not  appor- 
tionable  to  any  particular  part  of  the  pre- 
mises at  which  a  trade  is  carried  on. 

Implications 

What  are  the  implications  of  such  a 
principle?  In  the  case  decided  it  is  to  be 
observed  (a)  that  there  were  different  land- 
lords, and  (b)  that  the  tenancies  expired  at 
different  times.  But  two  variations  must 
be  considered.  First,  different  sets  of  pre- 
mises may  be  held  under  different  landlords 
for  terms  due  to  expire  at  the  same  time. 
Secondly,  different  sets  of  premises  may  be 
held  under  the  same  landlord,  but  under 
separate  leases,  for  terms  which  are  due  to 
expire  at  the  same  time.  If  the  principle 
now  established,  namely,  that  goodwill  is 
not  apportionable,  be  applied  to  the  varia- 
tions under  discussion,  the  tenant,  though 
he  had  built  up  a  substantial  goodwill, 
would  be  debarred  from  enjoying  its  fruits. 
It  would  be  necessary  for  him  to  make  his 
claim  for  a  new  lease  and  compensation  in 
respect  of  each  set  of  premises  separately, 
whether  the  landlords  of  each  were  the 
same  persons  or  not,  since  each  set  of  pre- 
mises had  been  the  subject  of  a  separate 
lease  and  was  not  included  in  a  combined 
tenancy.  Thus,  if  the  goodwill  was  not 
apportionable,  the  tenant  would  in  each 
case  be  met  by  his  landlord  with  the  argu- 
ment that  no  goodwill  attached  to  either 
set  of  premises  separately  and  that  accord- 
ingly the  tenant  was  not  entitled  to  a  new 
lease  or  to  compensation  in  respect  of 
either.  This  outcome  could  hardly  be  re- 
garded as  representing  the  law,  since  other- 
wise the  Act  would  be  a  nullity  whenever 
the  trade  premises  were  held  in  different 
parts  under  different  leases. 

A  further  question  that  arises  is  as  to  the 
notices  that  must  be  served  in  such  cases. 
It  is  essential,  in  order  to  establish  a  right 
to  a  new  lease,  or  to  compensation,  that  a 
notice  of  claim  should  be  served  within  the 
prescribed  time.  Wherever  there  are 
separate  leases,  granted  by  separate  land- 
lords, it  is  clear  that  separate  notices  must 
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be  served  in  respect  of  each  set  of  premise 
upon  the  respective  landlords.  It  follow: 
that  the  same  procedure  must  be  adopted 
and  separate  notices  served,  even  thougl 
the  landlord  under  each  lease  is  the  same  olutioil 
A  further  moral  to  be  drawn  is  that  a  pros  ifgparal 
pective  tenant  of  trade  premises  shoulc 
always  avoid  taking  separate  leases  if  pos 
sible.  Where  the  landlord  is  one  and  th^ 
same  person,  the  tenant  should  insist  or 
having  all  the  premises  comprised  in  a  singl 
lease. 
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Plant  and  Output 

The  gravity  of  the  present  shortage  ol 
plant  in  many  industries  was  stressed  by 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in 
recent  debate  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  the  capital  investment  programme.  The 
difficulty  facing  industrialists  is  to  increase 
output  and  at  the  same  time  maintain  th 
plant  and  equipment  of  their  factories  at  a 
maximum  level  of  efficiency.  During  the 
war,  overworking  of  plant  was  widespread 
and  inevitable.  Today,  when  the  need  for 
re-equipment  is  urgent,  the  productive 
resources  of  the  country — "  man,  material 
and  capacity  " — are  inadequate.  The  pur- 
pose behind  recent  increases  in  taxes  and 
the  powers  taken  to  direct  labour  was  to 
shift  resources  from  working  for  the  home 
market  towards  working  for  the  export 
trade.  A  White  Paper  (Cmd.  7268,  H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  sixpence)  gives  the 
Government's  plan  for  restricting  capital 
investment  for  the  same  reason.  Whether 
the  plan  will  prove  successful,  or  whether  it 
requires  to  be  made  more  severe,  are  ques- 
tions for  financial  experts  to  argue,  but  it 
is  difficult  to  believe  that  the  proposals  will 
make  a  great  difference  to  the  output  of 
goods  for  export.  Discussions  have  taken 
place  on  the  supply  of  chemical  plant. 

In  industry  generally,  a  considerable 
diversion  in  the  supply  of  specialised  plant 
machinery  from  home  demand  to  export  is 
no  doubt  possible.  It  is  evident  that, 
since  many  chemicals  enter  into  other  pro- 
ducts, themselves  designed  for  export  mar- 
kets, it  will  become  increasingly  difficult  to 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  home  industries 
and  simultaneously  to  increase  exports — a 
truth  that  is  to  some  extent  reflected  in 
the  export  totals  of  recent  months. 
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FEBRUARY  COUNCIL  MEETING 

he  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  at  its  meeting  on  February  3  and 
dealt  with  a  wide  range  of  subjects  including  the  colouring  of  injection 
olutions,  drugs  for  small  hospitals,  and  purchase  tax  on  medicinal 
reparations.    The  main  topic  was  the  new  examination  regulations. 


HE  President  (Mrs.  J.  K,  Irvine)  was  in 
he  chair  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
he  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Brit- 
in  in  London,  on  February  3  and  4,  1948. 

HE  PRESIDENT  thanked  the  Council  for  its 

essage  of  sympathy  during  her  recent  ill- 
ess,  and  welcomed  Mr.  Gwilym  H. 
'ughes,  the  newly  co-opted  member  (see 

.  &  D.,  January  17,  p.  77).  Mr.  Hughes 
xpressed  his  thanks.  It  was  agreed  that 
e  should  join  the  Council  committees  of 
"hich  his  predecessor  had  been  a  member. 

xamination  Regulations 

Draft  regulations  for  the  Society's 
xaminations,  incorporating  amendments 
ecommended  by  the  Education  Committee, 
ere  re-presented  to  the  Council  for  ap- 
roval,  and  it  was  agreed  to  consider 
imultaneously  other  amendments  of  which 
'r.  Granville  Shaw  had  given  notice, 
tanding  orders  were  suspended  for  the  dis- 
ussion. 

Mr.  Granville  Shaw  moved :  "  That 
he  Council  approve  the  draft  examination 
egulations  subject  to  the  following  modi- 
cations  :  — 

(a)  The  subjects  of  the  Intermediate 
examination  to  be  chemistry,  physics  and 
biology,  with  Higher  School  Certificate 
exemptions  at  group  or  main  standard. 

(b)  Deletion  from  Regulation  22  (2)  (c) 
of  the  words  "  in  and  after  autumn 
1952,"  and  substitution  of  the  words 
"  after  a  date  to  be  determined  by  the 
Council,  of  which  due  notice  will  be 
given." 

Mr.  Shaw  paid  tribute  to  the  hard  work 
and  enthusiasm  the  chairman  of  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  had  put  into  formulating 
the  new  policy,  but  said  that  did  not  ab- 
solve him  or  anyone  at  that  table  from  the 
obligation  to  subject  the  regulations  to  the 
closest  scrutiny.  It  was  essential  that 
qualifications  so  sweeping  in  character 
should  command  the  full  approval,  and  not 
merely  the  grudging  acquiescence,  of  the 
Council.  The  motion  was  a  compromise 
intended  to  get  unanimity  upon  "  this 
supercharged  academic  juggernaut,"  in 
view  of  negotiations  that  lay  a  short  dis- 
tance ahead.  His  chief  objection  to  the 
regulations  was  that  they  tried  to  do  too 
much  in  too  little  time.    The  reason  given 


for  urgency  boiled  down  to  a  claim  that 
pharmacists  must  be  better  trained  in  order 
to  fit  in  with  the  wider  commitments  and 
opportunities  of  the  new  National  Health 
Service.  That  sounded  impressive  until 
they  considered  that,  of  the  25,000  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  nearly  24,000  were 
chemists  and  druggists.  On  them,  and  not 
on  the  few  hand-picked  graduates  coming 
lorward  year  by  year,  reliance  would  have 
to  be  placed  for  the  new  service.  The  Act 
had  received  the  Royal  assent  and  "  only 
awaited  the  assent  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion "  to  come  into  force  on  July  5.  Then, 
they  were  told,  their  dispensing  would  be 
multiplied  by  about  two-and-a-half.  It  had 
been  said  that  the  scheme  would  require 
30,000  pharmacists  to  make  it  a  success. 

Spats  Before  Underwear? 

Looking  at  the  proposition  in  the  draft 
regulations  that  one  biological  subject 
should  be  optional,  the  speaker  said  that 
to  drop  botany  and  forcibly  take  up  mathe- 
matics was  like  selling  one's  underclothing 
to  buy  a  pair  of  spats  (laughter).  At  the 
January  examinations  in  England  and 
Wales  only  eleven  candidates  out  of  forty- 
three  passed  the  Intermediate  examination 
and  in  the  year  1947  only  106  out  of  395. 
Was  the  addition  of  another  subject,  mathe- 
matics, going  to  be  any  encouragement  to 
the  hard-pressed  students,  or  going  to  im- 
prove that  percentage?  London  was  now 
experimenting  where  Glasgow  had  already 
carried  out  and  abandoned  the  experi- 
ment. The  Education  Committee  evi- 
dently realised  that  the  major  operation  it 
wanted  to  perform  on  pharmacy  would 
cause  anaemia,  because  the  Cornmittee  was 
talking  about  a  blood  transfusion — but  it 
would  be  blood  of  the  wrong  group.  There 
had  been  talk  of  pharmaceutical  tech- 
nicians, who  would  enter  pharmacy  by 
another  route  and  take  some  form  of  exam- 
ination and  training  to  give  sufficient  know- 
ledge to  carry  out  routine  operations.  Had 
that  policy  been  adopted  or  discussed  by 
the  Council? 

Where  did  the  regulations  lead?  He 
would  quote  Mr.  Maplethorpe's  remark  to 
the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  in 
December  1947  that  the  Society  would 
eventually  cease  to  be  an  examining  body. 
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That  was  a  major  revolution.  When  had 
it  been  decided  or  discussed  by  the  Coun- 
cil? It  meant  handing  over  the  key  of 
educational  policy  to  London  University. 
If  the  university  were  to  make  it  a  five  or 
six-year  course  the  Society  would  have  no 
control.  They  could  control  their  own 
policy,  their  own  examiners,  and  their  own 
examinations,  but  not  those  of  the  Uni- 
versity, He  warned  against  the  danger  of 
hitching  their  wagon  to  a  university.  Not 
one  of  the  professions,  the  church,  the  law, 
medicine,  dentistry,  accountancy,  teaching, 
engineering,  insisted  on  a  degree,  and  the 
Royal  Institute  of  Chemistry,  though  it  ad- 
mitted holders  of  science  degrees  to  mem- 
bership, was  careful  to  keep  tight  control. 
Finally,  how  did  the  policy  harmonise  with 
a  resolution  passed  at  the  Branch  Represen- 
tatives' meeting,  1947,  which  meant,  if  it 
meant  anything,  that  they  must  not  aban- 
don their  examinations? 

**  Root  Pruning  "  Enough 

Mr.  H.  M,  Hirst  seconded.  The  issue 
seemed  to  him  to  be  a  straight  fight  be- 
tween those  who  said  that  everybody  should 
have  a  degree,  and  the  ordinary  chemist 
and  druggist.  The  Committee  wanted  to 
graft  new  branches  on  to  the  tree  to  see  if 
it  would  bear  more  fruit,  when  all  it  needed 
was  root  pruning. 

The  chairman  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee (Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe)  inter- 
polated a  report  on  a  special  meeting  held 
on  February  2  to  consider  the  draft  regu- 
lations ;  he  said  that,  in  view  of  the  lapse 
of  time  since  the  draft  had  been  presented, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  alter  the  dates  for 
introducing  the  new  regulations  for  regis- 
tration as  "  Apprentice  or  Student,"  and 
of  the  new  syllabus  for  the  Intermediate 
examination.  The  dates  now  recommended 
were  June  i  (instead  of  March  31),  1948, 
for  the  regulations  dealing  with  registra- 
tion as  "  Apprentice  or  Student,"  and  July 
1950  for  the  first  Intermediate  examina- 
tion in  four  subjects,  the  first  course  for 
that  examination  to  begin  in  September 
1949.  With  these  modifications  the  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  draft  regula- 
tions should  be  approved  for  submission  to 
the  Privy  Council. 

Before  the  discussion  was  continued,  the 
Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  I. 
Anderton,  Preston,  protesting  against  delay 
in  putting  into  effect  the  new  education 
proDOsals. 

Mr.  Maplethorpe  then  replied  to  the 
points  raised  by  Mr.  Granville  Shaw.  ^  It 
was  true,  he  said,  that  in  the  immediate 


future  the  National  Health  Service  wouldl 
have  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  pharmacist 
already  on  the  registers.    One  of  the  prinJ 
cipal    reasons,   however,   for   raising  the 
standard  was  that  throughout  the  country] 
there  was  a  steady  upward  trend  in  edu- 
cational  requirements.    The  various  pro- 
fessional bodies  had  been  correspondingly] 
increasing  their  requirements,  and  many! 
members  of  the  Society  recognised  that] 
pharmacy  had  not  kept  pace.    The  Educa- 
tion Committee  had  put  forward  the  very! 
modest  proposal  to  include  mathematics  inf 
the  Intermediate  examination,  so  that  phar- 
maceutical  students   who,   in   their  later] 
training,  required  a  fairly  sound  knowledge] 
of  mathematics  to  deal  with  such  subjects] 
as  physical  chemistry  and  pharmacology, 
v/ould  be  better  fitted  to  take  the  final ;  the  1 
Committee  also  recommended  that  the  final 
course  should  be  of  two  years'  duration. 
So  long  ago  as  1936  a  representative  gath- 
ering of  teachers  in  schools  of  pharmacy 
had  agreed  that  the  work  to  be  done  to 
cover  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying 
examination  was  too  great  for  one  year. 
There  had  been  enormous  advances  since 
then,  making  the  two-year  course  more  than 
ever  necessary. 

In  his  reference  to  the  time  when  the 
Society  would  no  longer  be  the  examining 
body,  he  had  expressed  a  personal  view 
that,  given  a  high  standard  of  pharmacy 
and  a  high  standard  of  the  Society's  re- 
quirements, in  the  long  run  most  students 
would,  by  personal  preference,  take  a 
degree.  It  was  a  logical  development  and 
would,  he  thought,  eventually  result  in 
discontinuance  of  the  Society's  examina- 
tions. That  view,  however,  had  not  been 
put  forward  by  the  Education  Committee. 

Personal  Views 

On  the  other  point  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Shaw — pharmaceutical  technicians — they 
must  not  disguise  the  fact  that  there  was 
in  pharmacy  a  large  body  of  persons  re- 
ferred to  as  unqualified  assistants,  and 
many  others  who  had  passed  the  examina- 
tion of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries.  They 
were  not  pharmacists,  did  not  claim  to  be, 
and  probably  never  would  be.  Again,  his 
personal  opinion,  was  that  it  would  become 
impossible  for  the  pharmacist  to  deal  with 
many  of  the  routine  matters ;  it  would 
be  desirable  if  a  different  class  of  people 
were  recognised  to  do  that  routine  work. 

Mr.  Shaw  had  also  asked  why  the 
Society  should  hitch  itself  to  the  London 
degree.  Only  one  university,  London, 
granted  external  degrees,  and  it  was  obvious 
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|at  they  must  take  account  of  the  London 
liversity  examinations  or  fail  in  their 
)ligations  to  students.  The  Council's  real 
[ncern,  however,  must  be  with  what  they 
;re  doing  themselves.  Mr.  Shaw  had 
|id  that  the  new  candidates  would  not  be 
any  help  in  the  new  health  service,  and 
jat  was  true  so  far  as  July  5  was  con- 
rned.  But,  by  the  time  candidates  were 
[amined  under  the  new  regulations,  phar- 
icy  would  have  had  experience  of  the 
tw  service,  and  it  would  be  to  their  ad- 
[ntage  and  that  of  pharmacy  as  a  whole 
have  people  coming  forward  with  a  high 
bgree  of  training.  The  Committee's 
:ommendation  (above)  would  give  exam- 
|ers,  teachers  and  the  Council  adequate 
le  for  preparing  the  syllabus,  and  the 
lools  time  to  plan  their  time-tables. 

revision  for  Reconsideration 

When  the  new  scheme  was  published  and 
culated  throughout  the  country  in  April 
47,  special  provision  had  been  included 
at  the  Education  Committee  should  re- 
amine  the  situation  in  January  1950,  and 
e  Council  would  reconsider  the  matter  in 
e  light  of  the  circumstances  at  that  date, 
seemed  to  him  to  safeguard  the  position, 
e  had  tried   to  answer  all   the  points 
ised  by  Mr.  Shaw  and  hoped  the  recom- 
endations  would  be  accepted. 
Mr.  T.  Heseltine  said  he  appreciated 
at  the  chairman  had  said,  but  took  ex- 
ption  to  the  remark  that  pharmacy  had 
t  kept  pace  with  educational  requirements, 
was  the  students  who  had  not  kept  pace 
th  them.    Nor  had  he  noticed  prescrib- 
g  getting  any  better.    The  ordinary  per- 
n,  they  were  told,  would  eventually  take 
degree  as  a  normal   consequence,  but 
ere  was  not  sufficient  technical  work  for 
imself  even  now.    He  was  also  disturbed 
hear  talk  of  unqualified  assistants.  The 
edical  and  dental  professions,  too,  had 
ilures,  but  he  had  never  heard  of  a  sur- 
on  who  had  failed  being  told  to  get  on 
ith  an  operation  while  the  qualified  man 
ood  by  and  watched  him.    In  his  opinion, 
le  Council  should  not  discuss  the  possi- 
ility  of  having  "  technicians." 

Miss  M.  C.  Islip  assured  Mr.  Heseltine 
hiat,  in  hospital  pharmacy,  they  were  very 
luch  aware  of  the  advance  of  medical 
nowledge.  She.  and  all  pharmacy,  she 
bought,  hoped  that  there  would  not  be  a 
ivision  between  retail  and  hospital  phar- 
macy. She  would  like  to  see  retail  phar- 
macists consulted  just  as  much  as  hospital 
harmacists,  and  if  those  in  retail^  could 
ave  the  same  knowledge  as  those  in  hos- 


pital had  to  have  it  would  be  all  to  the 
good.  Mr.  Heseltine  remarked  that  in 
hospitals  there  were  no  general  practitioners, 
and  it  was  with  G.P.s  that  he  had  to  deal. 
Miss  Islip  repHed  that  the  specialists  had 
help  from  general  practitioners,  and  the 
younger  hospital  doctors  went  out  to  be- 
come general  practitioners. 

The  Secretary  said  that  so  long  as 
there  was  provision  in  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
for  the  Society's  examinations,  those  examin- 
ations must  continue,  and  anyone  who 
made  application  and  tendered  the  fee  was 
entitled  to  be  examined.  It  was  thus  out 
of  the  Society's  control  to  compel  anybody 
to  take  university  examinations,  though 
students  could  take  them  of  their  own  free 
will. 

Mr.  a.  a.  Meldrum  paid  tribute  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  for 
his  tenacity  in  face  of  opposition.  The 
Committee  was  being  accused  of  doing  too 
much  too  quickly,  but  he  would  retort  that 
the  Society  had  done  too  little  for  too  long 
a  time — over  thirty  years.  They  must  now 
place  their  educational  policy  and  examina- 
tions in  line  with  those  of  other  professions. 

Mr.  Shaw  Replies 

On  the  proviso  that  the  decision  to  in- 
troduce a  three-year  course  in  1952  should 
be  reviewed  in  1950,  Mr.  Granville 
Shaw  quoted  a  remark  of  the  secretary  at 
the  1947  Branch  Representatives'  meeting: 
"  As  for  man-power,  nothing  done  educa- 
tionally by  the  Society  in  the  next  two  or 
three  years  can  make  any  difference."  How 
then  could  they  take  a  decision  in  1950? 
The  Secretary  protested  that  this  was  tak- 
ing his  remark  out  of  its  context.  It  re- 
ferred to  the  man-power  that  would  be 
available  to  help  pharmacists  on  July  5, 
1948.  Mr.  Shaw  said  he  took  it  to  mean 
that  in  1950  there  would  not  be  any  ap- 
preciable decrease  in  man-power.  He 
read  a  letter  from  a  County  Director  of 
Education  deploring  the  requirement  of 
four  subjects  on  the  ground  of  curriculum 
difficulties,  and  suggesting  that  professional 
societies  should  not  set  their  Intermediate 
exemption  requirements  above  those  laid 
down  by  universities.  The  Secretary 
said  that  that  letter  had  been  based  on  a 
misunderstanding. 

Mr  .Granville  Shaw  accepted  a  sugges- 
tion by  Mr.  Brocklehurst  that,  for  the 
purpose  of  voting,  his  motion  should  be 
divided  into  two  parts,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  voting  should  be  by  ballot.  The 
results  were  :  Part  (a) :  For,  nine  ;  against, 
fourteen ;  Part  (b)  (put  after  the  Treas- 
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URER  had  been  assured  that,  when  tlie  date 
for  the  three-year  course  was  reviewed  two 
years  hence,  the  Council  would  be  in  a 
position  to  postpone  a  decision  on  that  issue 
for  a  further  two  years  if  it  so  desired) : 
For,  twelve ;  against,  eleven.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  Education  Committee 
that  the  draft  regulations,  as  amended, 
should  be  adopted,  was  then  approved,  sub- 
ject to  incorporation  of  the  Council's  de- 
cision on  part  (b). 

Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  (chairman)  pre- 
sented the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Joint  Committee  on  a  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Service  held  on  January  7,  The 
representatives  of  all  organisations  had 
there  confirmed  their  desire  that  the  Joint 
Committee  should  continue  on  a  consulta- 
tive basis.  The  Committee  received  a 
report  on  the  results  of  a  census  of  costs  of 
dispensing,  etc.,  and  on  the  negotiations 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  When  Miss 
I  SLIP  asked  whether  some  account  of  devel- 
opments in  connection  with  the  pharma- 
ceutical side  of  the  new  health  service 
might  be  issued  for  publication,  Mr.  Tris- 
tram replied  that  at  present  there  was  little 
new  to  say,  but  that  the  issue  of  a  state- 
ment would  be  borne  in  mind. 

Colouring  of  Injections 

The  Secretary  submitted  a  letter  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  Harold  Dodd,  Harley 
Street,  London,  calling  attention  to  acci- 
dents caused  by  injection  errors,  and  sug- 
gesting methods  by  which  such  mistakes 
might  be  avoided.  The  letter  stated:  — 
Recently  an  inquest  was  reported  in  the  Press 
on  a  patient  who  had  died  from  an  inject'on  of 
adrena'ine  given  for  varicose  veins,  the  adrena- 
line being  mistaken  for  a  colourless  sclerosing 
fluid.  A  year  or  so  ago  there  was  an  inquest  on 
a  patient  who  had  d'ed  from  an  intravenous 
administration  of  methylated  spirit  which  was 
thought  to  be  concentrated  sal'ne.  Early  in  the 
war  I  injected  methylated  spirit  instead  of  novo- 
caine  as  the  local  anaesthetic  for  an  intravenous 
infusion,  the  result  being  a  slough  2  in.  in  d'a- 
meter.  On  another  occasion  I  inserted  in  error, 
but  without  ill-effect,  distilled  water  intrathecally 
instead  of  nupercaine;  the  label  had  become 
detached  during  boi'ing.  On  compar'son  of  the 
ampoules  of  d-stilled  water  used  for  mixing  pen- 
tothal  with  those  containing  nupercaine,  they 
were  found  to  be  a'most  identical.  I  think  it  is 
possible  to  avoid  these  incidents  by  v'gi^ance, 
clear  labelling  and  distinctive  tinting  of  the  flu'ds 
which  are  in  common  use;  for  example,  chloro- 
form in  some  hospitals  is  tinted  red.  I  use 
local  anaesthetic  coloured  blue,  as  in  saturated 
sodium  ch'oride,  but  with  a  different  shade.  Car- 
bolic acid  injections  are  tinted  pink.  May  I 
suggest  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  phar- 
maceutical authorities  might  give  us  a  standard 
range  of  colourings  for  commonly  used  injection 


agents,  such  as  morphia,  atropine,  omnopoil 
pentothal,  procaine,  saline,  amethocaine,  eth*! 
moline,  etc.  Further,  the  practice  of  etchir 
instead  of  labelling  the  contents  of  an  ampoull 
would  be  another  adjunct  to  accuracy.  Thesl 
measures  would  avoid  costly  incidents  t| 
patients,  occasionally  to  surgeons,  and  als 
smears  on  the  good  name  of  hospitals,  nursinj 
staffs  and  the  medical  profession,  individuall] 
and  collectively. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  matter  haJ 
been  investigated  from  time  to  time,  ami 
the  letter  was  referred  to  the  Codex  ReJ 
vision  Committee  for  opinion. 

The  Secretary  reported  the  receipt  o| 
a  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  stating 
that  it  was  not  at  present  intended  to  dis] 
turb  existing  arrangements  for  the  suppl'j 
of  pharmaceutical  needs  of  small  hospitals 
if  regional  hospital  boards  subsequently 
proposed  to  vary  the  arrangements,  the-;! 
would  doubtless  give  full  consideration  tc 
the  suggestions  made  by  the  Society. 

Purchase  Tax  on  Medicines 

The  Council   received  a  resolution  b>| 
Wolverhampton  Branch  deploring  purchasej 
tax  on  dispensed,  as  distinct  from  "patent,''f 
medicines,  and  appealing  to  the  Council  to| 
make   eyery   efTort  for   its    removal.  Ii 
reply  to  Mr,  F.  G.  Wells^  the  Secretary 
said  it  was  understood  that  the  Chancellorl 
of  the  Exchequer  intended  to  put  purchase] 
tax  on  a  more  logical  basis  in  the  next 
Finance  Act.    Efforts  were  being  made  toj 
find    means    of    differentiating  between! 
nationally  advertised  proprietary  medicines] 
and  all  other  medicines.

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PHYSICO-CHEMICAL  METHODS  OF 
PHARMACEUTICAL  ANALYSIS— 1 

^he  past  decade  has  seen  introduced  into  everyday  laboratory  work  a 
(umber  of  physical  determinations  which  formerly  were  studied  in  the 
jsearch  field  ifor  their  academic  interest.     Theoretical  aspects  of  some 
them,  with  examples,  will  be  outlined  in  a  short  series  of  articles.

'HE  study  of  the  absorption  of  electro- 
magnetic waves  ranging  from  the  far 
ultra-violet  (2,000  Ai)  to  the  infra-red 
|i  2jOOO  A.)  (i.e.  from  2  to  1 2fi)  has  provided 
lany  useful  methods  of  physical  analysis, 
'he  essential  principle  is  that  enunciated 
\y  Planck  that  energy  changes  are  discon- 
muous  and  can  only  take  place  in  quanta 
[overned  by  his  law  E  =  hv,  where  h  is 
'lanck's  constant,  and  v  is  the  frequency 
\i  the  radiation  emitted  or  absorbed. 

rinciple  Explained 

The  atom  is  the  simplest  example,  since 
he  changes  are  purely  electronic.    If  the 
lectron  translations  are  from  a  high  to  a 
wer  energy  level,  light  is  emitted  as  in 
he  spectra  of  metals,  while,  conversely, 
ovement  to  higher  energy  levels  involves 
bsorption  of  light.     We  thus  obtain  an 
bsorption  spectrum.    The  simpler  case  of 
he  atom  leads  to  a  series  of  d'screte  lines 
n  its  emission  spectrum.  The  phenomenon 
ith  molecules,   however,  is  much  more 
omplex  since  in  addition  to  the  electronic 
nergy  (Ee),  there  is  that  associated  with 
the  vibration  of  the  atomic  nuclei  (Ev)>  and 
that  due  to  rotation  (Er)j  so  that  the  total 
Energy  equation  becomes  :  — 
hv  =  (Ee  -  E^)  -  (Ey  -  E^)  -  (Er  -  E;  ) 

where  E  and  E'  are  the  original  and  final 
energy  levels  respectively.  The  electronic 
energy  (Ee)  is  of  such  an  order  that  the 
associated  frequency  (v)  is  1.2  X  10" 
vibrations  per  second,  corresponding  to  a 
wave  length  of  2,500  A  ,  and  electronic 
spectra  thus  appear  in  tlie  far  ultra-violet 
region.  The  magnitude  of  the  vibrational 
energy  (Ey)  is  about  1/50  of  that  of  the 
electronic,  and  therefore  gives  rise  to  a 
spectrum  in  the  infra-red  region  (1-23  p). 

Three  Spectral  Regions 

The  rotational  spectra  are  associated  with 
energy  levels  about  1/5  as  small  again, 
and  appear  near  200  f^.  They  are  the 
simplest  type  of  molecular  spectra.  Un- 


fortunately this  region  possesses  the  greatest 
experimental  difficulties,  has  been  little 
studied,  and  affords  no  practical  analytical 
application.  We  thus  have  three  spectral 
regions :  —

ultra-violet    1850 — 4000A 

o 

visible    4000 — 7600A 

infra-red    0.76 — 15  /J' 

each  of  which  gives  information  about 
molecular  structure,  and  has  analytical 
application  for  different  classes  of  com- 
pounds. 

Ultra-violet  Absorption  Spectroscopy 

Since  with  molecules  each  electronic 
vibration  is  associated  with  sub-levels  due 
to  vibrational  and  rotational  energies,  ultra- 
violet absorption  spectra  are  not  shown  as 
single  lines,  but  as  broad  bands  with  maxi- 
mum absorption  at  definite  wave  lengths. 
The  exact  position  and  the  intensity 
depend  upon  the  complexity  of  the  mole- 
cule. Although  absorption  in  the  ultra- 
violet region  is  shown  by  certain  inorganic 
ions  (e.g.  halides,  nitrates  and  complex 
ions)  the  phenomenon  is  of  greater  value 
in  organic  chemistry,  where  it  is  closely 
linked  with  resonance.  An  organic  com- 
pound, for  example,  may  be  highly  un- 
saturated, but  will  only  exhibit  intense 
absorption  if  conjugation  of  the  double 
bonds  is  present.  The  study  is  largely  em- 
pirical, but  depends  upon  absorption  being 
characteristic  of  certain  groups  ("  chromo- 
phores ")  rather  than  on  the  molecule  as 
a  whole.  The  position  of  the  various  bands, 
however,  can  be  displaced  by  neighbouring 
groups.  The  effect  of  two  chromophores 
separated  by  a  single  band  is  additive  ;  if 
conjugated  they  give  rise  to  a  new  absorp- 
tion more  intense,  and  situated  in  the 
longer  wave-length  range.  Further  in- 
creases in  conjugation  increase  these 
effects,  so  that  where  a  large  number  are 
present,  as  in  the  carotenoids,  the  absorp- 
tion bands  are  so  much  displaced  that  the 
compounds  acquire  a  yellow  or  red  colour. 
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These  effects  are  summarised  by  the 
examples :  —

When  the  ring  is  fully  saturated  as  in  cyclo- 
hexane,  selective  absorption  completely 
disappears — a  fact  that  makes  cyclohexane 
such  a  useful  solvent  for  examining  oils 
(e.g.  halibut  liver  oil  for  vitamin  A). 

Apparatus  Required 

As  the  optical  system  in  any  apparatus 
used  for  measuring  ultra-violet  absorption 
should  be  transparent  to  ultra-violet  light, 
quartz  prisms  and  lenses  are  used.  The 
substances  under  examination  are  inter- 
posed in  rays  of  known  wave  length. 
There  is  also  a  provision  for  measuring  the 
amount  of  light  absorbed,  preferably  by 
comparing  the  intensity  of  the  incident 
light  with  that  of  the  light  remaining  after 
passage  through  the  sample.  As  a  source 
of  light  for  investigating  fine  structure, 
continuous  spectrum  is  necessary,  and  this 
can  be  obtained  by  a  high  tension  under- 
water spark  between  tungsten  electrodes. 
A  more  convenient  source  is  a  hydrogen 
discharge  lamp  which  produces  a  spectrum 
with  only  a  few  lines  and  these  only  in  the 
visible  region.  In  the  apparatus  mostly 
used  for  analytical  purposes  in  this 
country,  the  source  is  a  condensed  spark 
between  tungsten-steel  electrodes,  which 
gives  a  spectrum  from  2,000  to  10,000  A 
packed  with  lines.  The  spectroscope  need 
only  be  of  medium  dispersion,  the  quartz 
optical  system  of  which  consists  of  a  colli- 
mating  lens,  prism  and  a  series  of  non- 
spherical  lenses  which  brings  the  spectrum 
into  focus  at  a  fixed  point,  on  either  a 
photographic  plate  or  a  photo-electric  cell. 
Formerly  the  method  of  reducing  quanti- 
tatively the  intensity  of  the  incident  light 
was  by  use  of  a  rotating  sector.  This 
apparatus  has  now  been  largely  replaced 
by  a  photometer  in  which  the  aperture 
illuminating  the  control  cell  is  reduced  by 


a  drum  calibrated  logarithmically.  The 
spectrum  obtained  can  be  recorded  photo- 
graphically, the  plate  being  arranged  so 
that  the  spectrum  is  brought  into  focus 
along  its  whole  length,  or  photo-electrically. 
Plates  and  a  standard  method  of  develop- 
ment which  will  give  as  high  contrast  as 
possible  should  be  used.  After  develop: 
ment  the  plate  is  scanned  to  find  the  points 
where  the  intensity  of  the  light  after  passing 
through  the  sample  is  the  same  as  that 
which  has  passed  through  the  control  cell 
(which  has  been  cut  down  to  give  an  ex- 
tinction of  known  value).  The  scanning 
is  usually  done  by  visual  inspection  where 
differences  of  intensity  of  the  order  of 
2  per  cent,  can  be  detected.  Alternatively 
the  plates  can  be  scanned  by  a  recording 
or  non-recording  microphotometer,  in 
which  the  plate  is  illuminated  from  under- 
neath by  a  constant  voltage  source  of  light. 
The  intensity  of  the  blackening  is  com- 
pared by  the  light  falling  on  photo- 
electric cells  and  the  resulting  current 
measured  by  means  of  a  sensitive  galvano- 
meter. Such  instruments  are  expensive 
and  tedious  to  use  but  they  are  theoretically 
capable  of  greater  accuracy.  The  visual 
method  is  usually  preferred,  however, 
since  the  accuracy  obtainable  is  adequate 
for  most  analytical  purposes.  The  instru- 
ment is  usually  provided  with  a  device  for 
printing  a  wave-length  scale  direct  on  the 
plate,  but  if  not,  the  wave-lengths  can  be 
obtained  by  means  of  an  iron  arc  spectrum. 

Instruments  Available 

The  photographic  operation  can  be 
eliminated  if  the  radiation  is  allowed  to 
fall  on  sensitive  photo-tubes.  An  American 
instrument  incorporating  this  principle  was 
developed  commercially  during  the  war. 
Some  twenty  are  now  in  operation  in  this 
country  and  a  British  firm  hopes  to  pro- 
duce a  similar  instrument  soon.  The 
American  instrument  is  provided  with 
alternative  sources  of  light,  a  hydrogen 
discharge  lamp  for  the  ultra-violet  range 
and  a  tungsten  lamp  for  the  visible  range. 
A  caesium-oxide  photo-tube  is  used  for  de- 
tecting the  radiation  of  the  higher  wave- 
lengths and  an  ultra-violet  sensitive  tube 
for  the  other  range.  The  current  passing 
through  these  is  increased  5X10^  times  by 
an  electronic  amplifier,  thus  giving  great 
sensitivity.  Different  parts  of  the  spectrum 
can  be  selected  for  examination  with  good 
precision  and  a  full  absorption  curve  can 
be  scanned  in  about  half-an-hour.

harmaceutical  Applications 
The  B.P.  includes  among  its  specifications 
r  ascorbic  acid,  aneurin,  calciferol,  pro- 
esterone,  etc.,  spectrometric  data  which 
ssist  in  determining  their  purity.  Absorp- 
on  analysis  is  not  so  useful  in  this  sphere, 
owever,  as  in  quantitative  determina- 
ons,  for  any  organic  compound  possessing 
elective  absorption  in  solution  can  be  de- 
ermined  rapidly  and  with  good  accuracy 
ven  when  present  in  small  amounts.  It 
prms  a  quick  method  for  many  of  the  new 
jynthetic  medicaments,  for  which  special 
ssays  based  on  usual  analytical  lines  would 
ake  long  to  elaborate.    It  is  also  useful  for 


tracing  the  concentration  and  metabolic 
products  of  drugs  in  body  fluids  and  in 
nutritional  problems  as,  for  example,  pre- 
formed and  provitamin  A  in  blood  serum. 
The  usual  analytical  procedures  necessary 
to  obtain  a  solution  of  the  substance  sought 
free  from  others  producing  extraneous 
absorption  must  be  carried  out,  or  if  the 
others  cannot  be  removed  their  influence 
must  be  measured  and  taken  into  account. 
Absorption  spectroscopy  is  the  most  used 
method  today  for  vitamin  A  determinations, 
and  the  B.P.  gives  methods  for  this  in  cod- 
liver  oil,  on  the  unsaponifiable  portion,  and 
in  halibut  liver  oil  direct.  Saponification 
will  remove  the  extraneous  absorption  due 
to  glycerides,  but  in  addition  to  the  true 
vitamin  A  the  gross  absorption  at  3280  A 
will  include  small  proportions  due  to 
vitamin  As  and  cyclised  vitamins.  Recent 
work  has  been  directed  towards  a  more 
critical  examination  of  the  E  values  of 
pure  vitamin  A  at  3130,  3280  and  3385 A, 
particularly  since  pure  samples  of  vitamin 
A  alcohol  and  its  esters  have  become  avail- 
able. This  gives  a  more  reliable  indication 
of  the  absence  of  extraneous  absorption,  and 
possibly  will  form  the  basis  of  examination 
when  more  data  have  been  accumulated. 


SHEFFIELD  EMPLOYEES  DISCUSS  N.H.S. 


^loRE    than    fifty    employee  pharmacists 
ttended  a  meeting,  called  in  Sheffield  on 
anuary  19  by  the  seven  retail  employee 
harmacists  on  the  committee  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  to 
liscuss  hours  and  conditions  of  service  in 
he  National  Health  Service. 
Mr.   E.   Preston  (chairman,  Sheffield 
harmaceutical   Committee)   outlined  the 
working  of  the  present  Insurance  Act,  and 
VIr.     S.    Durham     (secretary,  Sheffield 
ranch)  put  forward  for  consideration  the 
ollowing  points  :  — 

(1)  The  average  number  of  National 
Elealth  scripts  dispensed  in  Sheffield  each 
/ear  was   1,200,000,  and  an  increase  of 

00  per  cent,  had  been  prophesied. 

(2)  In  March  1947  the  Central  N.H.I, 
'ommittee  had  passed  a  resolution  stating 
that  the  hours  of  business  should  be  9  a.m. 
to  6  p.m.  with  any  further  needs  by  rota. 

(3)  The  Clerk  of  Preston  Insurance  Com- 
mittee stated  that  under  present  condi- 
tions there  were  500  urgent  scripts  per 
year  per  1,000,000  population,  and  the 
population  of  Sheffield  was  about  500,000. 

(4)  The  new  Act  gave  pharmacy  the 
privilege  of  doing  practically  all  the  dis- 
pensing.   Any  hours  of  service  suggested 


should  be  reasonable  in  their  application  to 
both  patient  and  pharmacist. 

A  lively  discussion  followed.  The 
general  opinion  was  that  the  pharmacist 
could  not  be  expected  to  work  the  long 
hours  of  former  years  at  a  time  when  the 
general  trend  was  towards  a  40-hour  week. 
The  new  service  should  not  have  to  be  sub- 
sidised by  the  sale  of  a  varied  assortment 
of  merchandise,  Mr.  L.  Newman  (chair- 
man, Sheffield  Branch  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Employees)  stated  that 
members  of  his  organisation  were  agreed  on 
the  following:  (i)  That  the  Ministry  of 
Health  should  pay  for  a  satisfactory  serv- 
ice ;  (2)  That  the  hours  of  business  should 
be  9  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  ;  (3)  That  dispensing 
after  hours  should  be  done  at  central  phar- 
macies with  a  separate  staffs  Until  they 
were  available,  district  rotas  until  7  p.m. 
should  be  arranged  ;  (4)  That  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  should  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  a  five-day  week.  After  'the 
third  resolution  had  been  amended  to 
read  "  Emergency  services  should  be 
arranged  locally  by  mutual  agreement,"  the 
first  three  of  Mr.  Newman's  resolutions  were 
adopted  by  the  meeting  by  thirty-eight 
votes  to  five.

Preparedness  for  N.H.S. 

Sir, — Replying  to  "  On  the  Road  "  and 
"  Observer  "  (C.  &  D.,  January  31,  p.  185), 
what  incentive  is  there  to  spend  money  on 
improving  dispensaries  when  pharmacists 
do  not  yet  know  what  remuneration  they 
will  receive  from  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice, although  the  "  appointed  day  "  is  less 
than  twenty-three  weeks  ahead  ?  Under  the 
present  N.H.I,  system,  contractors  are  kept 
waiting  for  payment  from  three  to  five 
months,  owing  to  a  shortage  of  trained 
pricing  staff.  Under  the  National  Health 
Service,  with — presumably — at  least  twice 
the  amount  of  dispensing,  shall  we  be  kept 
waiting  from  six  to  ten  months?  I,  for  one, 
cannot  afford  any  alterations,  as  too  much 
of  my  capital — borrowed  at  5  per  cent. — 
is  on  "  forced  loan  "  to  a  Government  de- 
partment— free  of  interest.

We  are  not 
aware  that  the  tiles  can  be  dated  with  pre- 
cision. The  translation  of  the  motto  given 
in  C.  R.  B.  Barrett's  history  of  the  Society 
is  "  I  am  called  an  assistant  throughout  the 
world."  The  words  are  taken  from  a  sen- 
tence of  the  poet  Ovid.

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1  of  reciprocity  of  qualifications  in  phar- 
cy,  it  seems  to  me  somewhat  ridiculous 
t  somebody  holdings?,  for  example,  a 
ropean  degree,  and  wishing  to  work  as  a 
rmacist  in  New  Zealand  or  Australia, 
>uld  have  to  undergo  a  three-year  course 
these  countries.  I  suggest  that  the  British 
horities  should  convoke  an  international 
iference  aimed  at  abolishing  these  "  iron 
ices,"  the  participant  members  of  the 
iference  to  be  professors  and  leaders  of 
armacy.  I  suggest  that  all  degrees — with 


few  exceptions — should  be  reciprocally 
recognised  under  the  sole  condition  of  pass- 
ing an  examination  in  the  pharmacy  laws 
of  the  country  of  entry.  As  a  step,  European 
and  U.S.  degrees  in  pharmacy  should  be 
recognised  in  the  British  Dominions  and 
Colonies,  even  if  reciprocity  cannot  imme- 
diately be  achieved.  I  hope  you  will  not  let 
drop  this  important  question,  which  could 
serve  the  further  development  of  world 
pharmacy.

FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 

Reciprocity  Negotiations  Fail 

(From  the  C.  &  D.,  February  12,  1898) 
The  negotiations  between  the  Pharmacy 
Boards  of  New  South  Wales  and  Victoria 
have,  as  recently  mentioned  in  The  Chem- 
ist &  Druggist,  fallen  through.  Mr.  Shil- 
linglaw  wrote  to  the  former  Board  on 
November  11,  1897,  stating  that  the  Vic- 
toria Board  were  entirely  in  accord  with 
the  proposal  for  reciprocity,  and  earnestly 
desired  federation  between  the  two  colonies, 
but  were  unable  to  agree  to  the  admission 
of  New  South  Wales  chemists  who  had 
passed  no  examination  of  any  description. 
They  also  suggested  that  the  term  of  ap- 
prenticeship might  be  extended  to  four 
years.,  and  proposed  a  new  clause — viz.,  that 
"All  persons  now  on  the  Victorian  register 
who  have  been  registered  as  holders  of  cer- 
tificates from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  should  be  registered  in  New 
South  Wales  if  so  desired."  As  already  an- 
nounced in  this  journal,  the  New  South 
Wales  board  could  not  agree  to  these  altera- 
tions.   There  the  matter  rests  at  present.

Scientific 
Spadework 


Frequent  laboratory  tests  confirmed  that  DDT/Geigy  was 
extraordinarily  toxic  to  insects,  both  as  a  stomach  poison 
and  by  contact.  It  is  related  that  the  latter  property  was 
discovered  when  a  Geigy  scientist  dusted  with  DDT  a 
plant  infested  with  Colorado  Beetle.  The  larvae  fell 
almost  instantly  to  the  ground,  and  the  following  morning 
were  found  by  laboratory  tests  to  be  dead.  He  argued 
that  they  had  not  had  time  to  eat  the  DDT  preparation, 
and,  therefore,  must  have  succumbed  to  contact  toxicity 
alone.  Thus  another  remarkable  feature  of  DDT  was 
brought  to  light.
